FLOCK TO BAZAAR 


Prof. George Dorsey Describes 
Scenes in the Great Mar- 
ket Place at Darjeel- 
ing, India.

Sunday.—Sunday is the great day here in 

Darjeeling for the hillamen to come in and 

trade and the Sunday bazaar is most inter- 

esting, perhaps the most interesting in all 

India. Here may be seen Leptchag and Lim- 

bus of Sikkim, Tibetans and many tribes from 

Nepal and Bhotan, with a liberal sprinkling 


of Hindus—a curious medley and a wonder- 


ful study in types. 

I can only give a faint idea of the motley 
throng that surged up and down the narrow 
streets—a jinrikisha with a memsahib 
[white lady], pulled by two sturdy Mongolians 
and pushed by a third, making its way and 
now and then a bright red coated English 
army man to give additional color; big coat- 
ed and curiously trousered men with curious 
hats, selling milk in big bamboo tubelike 
buckets. 

All the hill people seem shorter and heavier 
than the plainsmen and they wear more 
clothes; big soft ornamented boots, suggest- 
ive of the dress of the arctic regions, men 
with finger rings and women loaded with 
pretty jewelry. Now and then one encoun- 
ters a big, fat, prosperous looking Tibetan, 
dressed in blue silk coat with Chinese hat. 
Babies are plenty, carried in baskets on their 
mothers’ backs by a-forehead band, as all 
loads are carried. 


Story Tellers Win Crowds. 


In one place by the side of a building 
Wwe saw two Tibetan professional story 
tellers squatted on the ground. In front 
was an altar with brass vessels and on the 
wall were five big Tibetan paintings in color, 
represehting scenes from the life of Buddha. 

One of the men, a bright eyed ascetic look- 
ing young chap with a big wool cap with a 
back piece coming nearly to his waist, sang 
his story in a pleasing tone and pointed to 
one detail after another of the composite pic- 
ture as his chanted narrative proceeded. 
Around them was a curious throng and often 
a copper coin was laid on the altar by an 
interested spectator. Fewer beggars and de- 
formed than below. 

Then I went for a final view of Kinchin- 
janga and the other great snow peaks from 
Again I observed the wav- 
ing prayer flags of red, yellow, blue, and 
white on tall bamboos of the Tibetans; each 
lag contains the same magic formula or 
prayer printed on it many times. The prayer 
is in Sancrit: Om mani padme hum.” [ O, 
the jewel inthe lotus, amen!“ ]. 


Christian Prayers on Rocks. 


These tall bamboo prayer poles also are 
found about the houses of the Tibetans 
around Darjeeling, and this is the same 
prayer which is printed or written on paper 


and found in the prayer wheels, often ot 


large size and turned mechanically by water 
er some other power. 

At about 2 o’clock I said good-by to the 
Himalayas and to Dr. Laufer and started 
on my journey to Assam. For half the 
journey there were no remarkable twists— 
we simply crept down along the side of the 
long mountain, following its ins and outs. 
After leaving Darjeeling, we climb to reach 


_the next town and from there we descend 


all the way to Silliguri, the end of the 
line. ; 

Along the line near Darjeeling, I saw 
painted in white letters on the rocks many 
laconic prayers or messages of some enter- 
prising Christian missionary: ‘“ Eternity; 
“Come to Christ; “Come to Jesus”; 
“Jesus Weeps”; “He Can Save; Get 

ight with Jesus,’’ etc. 
last one I looked around for 4a Do It Now! ” 
but I could not find it; the work, there- 
fore, was probably not done by an Ameri- 


can. 
Night Ride Through Wilds. 


About half Way down we leave our long 
spur and begin to descend more rapidly, 
gigzagging back and forth and from going in 
a generally due south course we turn in 
every direction, with switch backs to help 
along. Some grand views now and then 
off over parallel ramges or over lower hills 
to the far away plains below. 

We pass hills practically barren, others 
covered with tea bushes. We see many 
lovely tree ferns and lower down tall trees 
with long creepers hanging down; giant ban- 
yans, and, lower yet, wild grass ten feet 
high. At dusk a big torch of soaked kero- 
gene is lighted on the engine in place of a 
headlight—serves better, as the track is 
paralleled all the way by a well worn trail. 

The light makes a weird glow and lights 
up the forest. This forest contains tall trees,

Taft Decides to Accept Resig- 
nation of Ormsby McHarg, 
Assistant to Secre- 
tary Nagel.

HAD AIDED BALLINGER. 


President Probably Will Explain 
His Conservation Policy 
During Pacific Coast 
Trip. 


Beverley, Mass., Aug. 20.—The resignation 
of Ormeby McHarg. assistant secretary of 
the department of commerce and labor, will 
be accepted. Secretafy Nagel, head of the 
department, had an extended conference with 
Président Taft this afternoon and discussed 
with the chief executive the question of a 
successor to Mr. McHarg. 

Secretary Nagel received a letter from 
the assistant seoretary today saying that he 
must adhere to his first intention of remain- 
ing in the department only for a period of 
six months. This term of duty will expire 
Sept. 4. Mr. McHarg announced some time 
ago that he soon would leave the govern- 
ment service to engage in private business. 

There was no one in Beverly today willing 
to say that Mr. Harg's resignation was in 
any wise the result of the interview published 
in Washington last week. in which the seo- 
retary is credited with having said some 
sharp things about former President Roose- 
velt and his policy of forest conservation. 


! 
Made Attack on Roosevelt. 

Mr. McHarg is reputed to have said that 
the policy of conservation as outlined by 
President Roosevelt was too dreamlike ever 
to be of practical value, and that only the 
Lord himself would have carried it out. 
Mr. McHarg further was represented as hav- 
ing said that perhaps Mr. Roosevelt thought 
himself equal to the worker of miracies. 

Assistant Secretary McHarg is said to have 
grown bitter over the free manner in which 
some of the government officials in Wash- 
ington, generally known as the Roosevelt 
element,“ have been criticising members of 
the Taft administration. Consequently, he 
is reported to have expressed his own views 
in a forcible manner, and the controversy 
started by Chief Forester Pinchot with the 
secretary of the interior, Mr. Ballinger, is 
declared here to be growing to such propor- 
tions that the president will have to take a 
hand in it and put the goverament house at 
Washington in order. 

Word was received from Seattle tonight 
that Secretary Ballinger had left hurriedly 
for Washington. Departmental affairs, he 
said, had made it necessary for him to change 


his plans and go at once to the capital.

cognizance of the controversy which start- 
ed at the irrigation congress in Spokane. It 
seems now, however, as if he would have to 
take a hand in the tangle and straighten it 
out. 
Root and Meyer at Meeting. 

In addition to the secretary of commerce 
and labor, President Taft had with him this 
afternoon the secretary of state, Mr. Knox, 
and the secretary of the navy, Mr. Meyer. It 
is said that the Pinchot-Ballinger controversy 
had a large share in the deliberation of the 
cabinet conference. Mr. Ballinger has ac- 
cepted an invitation to accompany the presi- 
dent on a large part of the latter’s Pacific 
coast journey. This will offer an opportunity 
for Mr. Ballinger to lay his side of the con- 
troversy before the president. 

In all matters affecting departments under 
the control of cabinet officers it has been the 
president's policy to uphold the cabinet mem- 
ber unfailingly. Secretary Nagel recently 
had a controversy with the former director 
of the census, S. N. D. North. There were 
many predictions at the time that Director 
North would be upheld. «resident Taft, how- 
ever, approved the course of his cabinet 
minister and Mr. North’s resignation was ac- 
cepted. 

Friends of Secretary Ballinger are.draw- 
ing a parallel from this episode to fit the pres- 
ent controversy and say that while Mr. 
Pinchot, a holdover from the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, is a most valued public servant 
and is highly esteemed by President Taft, if 
he has set himself unalterably against a 
superior officer there is little doubt of the 
president’s course in the matter. 


Taft Will Explain Policy. 

The president, while refusing absolutely 
to discuss the Pinchot-Ballinger controversy 
in any way, has intimated to friends that he 
hopes that no drastic action will be neces- 
sary. Mr. Taft soon is to traverse the ter- 
ritory where the conservation plans are of 
supreme importance. Mr. Pinchot is re- 
ported to have used freely in the west the 
name of President Roosevelt in support of 
his own contentions as to what should be 
done with the forests and the sources of 
water supply and to have indicated that the 
present policy of the department of the in- 
terior is retrograde. 

The president unquestionably will take 
advantage of his presence in the west to state 
the policy of his administration as to con- 
servation of national resources. 

Secretary Nagel said tonight that there 
was no political or other significance at- 
tached to Mr. McHarg’s resignation. He 
said it was understood that Mr. McHarg 
when he accepted the place agreed to serve 
only six months. Mr. McHarg said he could 
not afford longer to remain in the govern- 
ment service. 

Mr. Nagel also stated that President Taft 
would have before him some time this week 
the names of the census supervisors who are 
yet to be appointed. Another subject dis- 
cussed was the exposition of American man- 
ufacturers to be held next winter in Berlin. 
A committee which has charge of this coun- 
try’s exhibits has asked Secretary Nagel 
for the assistance of his department in its 
work. The president was in sympathy with 
the project. 

McHarg Talks of cop vgpeenine 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 29.—[Special. }— 
President Taft's decision to accept the 
resignation of Ormsby McHarg as assistant 
secretary of commerce and labor furnished 
a lively bit of Sunday gossip for Washing- 
ton. Although it appears that Mr. McHarg’s 
resignation was in the hands of Secretary 
Nagel previous to the former’s lively criti- 
cism of the conservation policies of the ad- 
ministration, the action of the president is 
regarded as a severe jolt to an official who 
talked too freely on matters which did not 
pertain to the duties of his office.

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SIX ABRONAUTS WHIRL IN AIR 


Calumet Club Members Stranded 
Above Telegraph Pole. 


HAYDEN HARRIS TO RESCUE. 


Slides Down Rope and Anchors Balloon 
to Mother Earth. 


A party of amateur aeronauts from the 
Calumet club spent a thrilling few minutes 
with C. A. Coey in his big balloon, * Chi- 
cago, at One Hundred and Tenth street and 
Torrence avenue, yesterday afternoon. The 
gas bag was torn open by the cross bars ofa 
telegraph pole and the safety of the party 
was imperiled until Hayden Harris assumed 
the risk of sliding down a drag rope from the 
swinging basket and anchoring the balloon. 

The air party, besides Mr. Coey and Mr. 
Harris, whose father is N. W. Harris, the 
banker, included J. M. Morehead, chief 
chemist of the Peoples Gaslight and Coke 
company; S. H. Smith of Siegel, Cooper & 

o.; R. H. Heaton and George Terry Horton. 
The desire to float untrammeled through the 
ether came simultaneously with the arrival 
of the Sunday papers, telling about the tri- 
umphs at Rheims, France, and heralding the 
displacement of the automobile by the air- 
ship. 

Mr. Coey discussed balloon jauntg from 
Chicago to Quebec and other points, and said 
he would enjoy the company of his friends 
for a few hours’ ride in the air that same 
afternoon. It was intended at first to in- 
clude Mrs. Coey and some of her women 
friends in the party. The women wisely 
decided to remain on earth. 


Rush Their Preparations. 

The men having determined to make the 
trip, they all shook hands on it, and Mr. 
Morehead sent for some bottles and other 
apparatus to hold the thinnest kind of air 
that could be gathered above the clouds. 
He thought the opportunity too good a one 
to warrant omission of investigation in his 
science. Mr. Coey sent for his big overcoat 
with battons like saucers, which is cut with 
a flaring skirt for air riding, and his puttees. 
Mr. Morehead, being a gas man, knew that 
a gas station was situated at Torrence ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Tenth street, at- 
fording facilities for rapid inflation of the 
balloon. 

About two hours elapsed before the balloon 
attained the roundness requisite to carry the 
party satisfactorily. Mr. Coey shouted “ All 
aboard for Cloudland,“ and the amateur 
aeronauts piled into the basket, bravely con- 
cealing whatever inward qualms they may 
have had. The sky pilot of the expedition in 
the person of Mr. Coey stood up in the basket 
and with becoming gravity admonished his 
charges respecting the rules and regulations 
on board balloons. 

“Hang on Tight,” Says Coey. 
No matter what happens, stay in the 
basket, he said. “ Hang on tight.” 
“ Aye, aye, sir,” responded the amateur 
aeronauts, setting their teeth hard and wait- 
ing for a number of workmen to cast off 
the hawsers. A Monon train was rushing 
along at high speed close to them and a tele- 
graph pole was near. The wind was blowing 
from the south. As the balloon rose the 
wind heaved it against a telegraph pole, 
the cross bars of which caught in the lower 
part of the bag, tearing a rent perhaps forty 


feet long and suspending the basket and its 
occupants at a distance of twemy five feet 


above the ground. The presence of the pole 
possibly saved the balloon from being dashed 
against the train as it rushed by. 

The bag parachuted and the basket turned 
over several times, the passengers hanging 
on for dear life, but the admonition of Mr. 
Coey to “stay in the basket was obeyed 
to the letter. Nobody appeared anxious to 
fall out. The result was the tying ot the 
party into a human knot of arms and legs 
firmly attached to the ropes of the basket. 


Sends Harris Down Rope. 

Mr. Coey selected Mr. Harris as a likely 
man to be the hero of the occasion and asked 
him to shin down the drag rope and anchor 
the balloon. Mr. Harris did so to the ac- 
companiment ef repartee from his comrades 
in the tumbling basket. 2 

Don't hurry; you know we like it up 
here, they shouted merrily as their hero 
went down to earth and made fast under 
the directions of Mr. Coey. 

Lightened by the departure of Mr. Harris, 
the balloon rose high enough to become 
freed from the pole. Although the rent was 
a large one, its position in the lower part 
of the balloon was such that some of the 
gas remained in the upper part of the balloon 
and in the opinion of the amateur aeronauts 
would have sufficed to carry out the trip with 
two persons less than were included in the 
party. 

Mr. Coey offered to go air sailing anyway 
if two ot the party would volunteer to stay 
on the ground, but it was decided that time 
should be afforded for Mr. Coey to sew up 
his balloon, so they opened the valves and 
let the basket settle slowly to the ground.

Ninety Die in School Building. 

In one schoo! building on the south side 
of the river, ninety women and children were 
drowned when the walls collapsed. They had 
run to the school for safety, but the water 
drove them from room to room until they 
were ail. clustered in one room. Two priests 
were with them and while in the act of bless- 
ing them the walls fell and the whole ninety 
were swallowed up.

City Without Drinking Water.

Boys Cling Long to Tree. 

The boys had been in the tree from 11 
o clock Friday night to 5 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon exposed to rain and cold and 
were almost exhausted. The boys are 8 and 
10 years old and stated that their father, 
mother, two sisters, and an uncle had been 
drowned. The little fellows have been adopt- 
ed by an American family. | 

Romuldi Marty, a merchant, and family 
were rescued from a tree near the Plaga 
Purisima about 5 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
He and his wife and three children had been 
in the tree nearly seventeen hours.

He soon was in the nurse’s hands. His in- 
juries, considering that he had fallen sixty 
feet, were slight, but his nervous system re- 
ceived a bad shock. 


Analysis of Prize Winners. 
An analysis of the prize winners, a list of 
which appears above, shows that the Cur- 
tiss biplane won the eighteen and twelve 
mile races, the Farman biplane the duration 
and passenger races. while the monoplanes 
won the height and lap races. . 
Cortland Bishop, president of the American 
Aero club, has cabled the club offering to in- 
tiate a subscription for a gold medai for Cur- 
tiss similar to the one given by the club 
to the Wrights. 
Curtiss had some trouble in winning his 
bigger prize today. He went out for the 
speed prize at 3:30 and covered eignteen 
miles in 24 minutes 15% seconds, but being 
under a penalty of 10 per cent in addition 
to 5 per cent each for not contesting on 
Sunday and Tuesday in the same race, his 
time became 27 minutes 514% seconds. Then 
the committee discovered that he was driy- 
ing a different aeroplane from the one he 
used on his previous appearance in this race 
so he was penalized another 5 per cent, mak- 
ing his time 29:11%. 


Latham Tries It Again. 

Latham decided to make anoiher attempt 
for the prize. Taking out the machine he 
previously.had driven, he covered the course 
in 26 minutes 18% seconds. This machine 
being penalized 5 per cent made his time 
26 minutes 33% seconds. 

It now was 4:30 and Curtiss had until seven 
to recover first position. At 5:28 he was 
off. His laps were made in 7 minutes 49% 
seconds, 7 minutes 48% seconds, 7 minutes 
486 seconds, making his total time, with pen- 
alty, 25 minutes 49 seconds. This time was 
not attacked, and consequently he won the 
$2,000 prize. 

Curtiss went for the lap prize afterwards. 
His time was 7 minutes 51% seconds, which 
left the honor with Bleriot, who made the 
distance in 7 minutes 47% seconds. 

La Vitesse prize, $4,000 (today’s speed 
prize) divided four ways, was distributed 
to the four machines making three rounds 
of the course, thirty kilometers, at the great- 
est speed. Curtiss won handily, Latham be- 
ing second; Tissandier, third; and Lambert, 
fourth. 

Curtiss Gets $7,600 and Cup. 

Curtiss missed winning the lap contest by 
a small margin. He captured second place 
in that event, which was over the full circuit 
of 6.21 miles, raising his total money win- 
nings for the meeting to $7,600, beside the 
international cup. 9 

Bleriot's accident in the speed contest re- 
moved the American's most dangerous com- 
petitor. With Bleriot out, Latham was Cur- 
tiss’ only serious rival. The race was ex- 
citing. Latham with No. 13.“ started 
only four minutes ahéad of the American, 
who gave chase. Curtiss overhauled him in 
every kilometer. 5 

Brequet figured in the second accident. He 
took out an unwieldy aeroplane of his own 
invention which has been the joke of the 
meeting, as it never left the ground, and at- 
tempted to get it into the air. The machine 
pitched on to its left wing and its tail went 
up until the apparatus was standing on its 
head. Brequet was dumped oit and slightly 
hurt. He reached the hospital soon after 
Bleriot. He was fixed up in a short time, 
but his apparatus will take a long time to 
repair. 


Farman Starts High Flight. 

Farman was th first competitor in the con. 
test for the altitude prise. He often has been 
accused of flying low. His record flight on 
Friday never exceeded ten feet in height, 
but today he showed that he could fly high. 
.. captive balloon was marked at a height of 
sixty yards. He soon sailed over it and. con- 
tinuing circling, he rose steadily: until he 
seemed to be over 300 feet in the air. 

Paulhan tried, but his repaired Voisin 
machine refused to rise to any considerable 
height. Then Latham began with his mono- 
plane. He took wide circles, sometimes g0- 
ing beyond the limits of the plain. and con- 
tinued to rise until many of the spectators 
became anxious for*him, thinking of what 
the result would be should his engine stop. 

Papa Levvasseur, as the engine 8 maker 
generally is called. watched him with ond 
dence.

„Heavier than Air“ the Better. 


The meeting has emphasized the defeat of 
the lighter than air machines by the heavier 
than air machines. The dirigible balloon 
race figured on each day’s program. The 
military dirigible, Colonel Renard, made sev- 
eral appearances and a smaller dirigible, 
the Zodiac, made one which was not too 
fortunate, but today each succeeded in mak- 
ing the five laps the race demanded. The 
Colonel Renard’s time was 89 minutes 49 
seconds, the Zodiac's s minutes 1 second. 

Between 1:30 and 7 o'clock sixty-six aero- 
planes passed and repassed the grandstand. 
Young Bunau-Varilla, whose father gave 
him an aeroplane for winning his law degree, 
learned to fly at this meeting. He covered 
several laps in 1 hour 50 minutes on the 
first trial. 

Latham was finishing the third round for 
the speed prize when he overtook Delagrange 
and paseed him. Then as Latham slowed 
down to descend Delagrange overtook him. 
Latham's mastery of the monoplane alone 
prevented a disaster. 

The committee this morning issued de- 
cisions on various points which had been laid 
before it. One is interesting. as it is tue 
first recorded case of an aeroplanist accusing 
a dirigible balloon of obstruction. The pilot 
of the balloon was fined.

ZEPPELIN TRIUMPHS IN BERLIN. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. |} 

BERLIN, Aug. 29.—The dirigible balloon 
Zeppelin III. reascended from Bitteffeld at 
7:30 o'clock this morning and, continuing its 
voyage, arrived at Berlin without further 
mishap, Count Zeppelin himself steering. He 
was welcomed as a national hero with in- 
tense fervor. r 

No Cesar returning in triumph to Rome 
from a successful foreign war could have 
evoked a greater or more enthusiastic fu- 
rore. In addition to the bulk of the capitgl's 
population of more than 2,000,000 persons, 
there were probably a half million persons 
from the provinces, all out of doors watching 
the airship’s arrival, from parks and other 
open spaces, and the streets were packed 
with enthusiastic gazers. 

The Thiergarten, covering 700 acres, was 
filled. The house tops and church towers 
were crowded. 

About three hours after leaving Bitterfeld 
the airship appeared above thg suburbs, and 
afterwards the Dementia Zeppelinia, from 
which Berliners have suffered for the last 
few days, reached its climax., A stentorian 
chorus of Hoch.“ Wilkommen,“ and 
similar cries filled the air for hours. 


Emperor and Empress Join Welcome. 
The emperor and empress and members of 
their family, their suites, courtiers, and offi- 
cers went in automobiles to the Tempelhof 
parade ground to join in the welcome. 

Flying so low above the houses that Count 
Zeppelin could be easily recognized at the 
helm of the monster the airship sailed se- 
renely over Tempelhof field and was maneu- 
vered under complete control for half an 
hour. It then proceeded towards the city, 
where it sailed around the castle and cathe- 
dral and along the line of nter-den-linden 
to the accompaniment of frenzied shouts and 
the waving of flags. 

Next it directed its course across the Thier- 
garten and went from Charlottenburg to 
Tegel, whither the kaiser and his company 
went in automobiles to witness the landing. 
Shortly before 2 o’clock operatives of the 
airship threw out four coils of rope above 
the landing place. These were emartly 
seized by soldiers belonging to the balloon 
corps and the ship was soon anchored safe- 
ly, while-the band played Deutschland. 
Deutechland, Uber Alles.” 

Then Count Zeppelin landed and advanced 
bareheaded to the kaiser. His majesty warm- 
ly é@mbraced him and congratulated him. 
He presented the count to the empress and 
his family, who added their praises. 


Kaiser Introduces Orville Wright. 

The mayor next read an address of welcome 
and afterward the kaiser introduced Or- 
ville Wright, who had been invited to Tegel, 
so that the two great aviators might meet. 
Mr. Wright shook hands heartily with the 
count and congratulated him upon his 
achievement. Soon afterward the kaiser, 
taking Count Zeppelin’s arm and placing 
him between himself and the empress, led 
him to his automobile and drove to the castle 
for luncheon. 

Later he took Count Zeppelin to a balcony 
and shared in the double ovation given by 
an enormous crowd. The count went by 
train to Friedricshafen thisevening. The air- 
ship remained at anchorgguarded by troops 
until it started on the refurn to Friedricsha- 


fen at midnight. 


FALLS 500 FEET FROM BALLOON 


Ballast Cuts Loose Parachute of Aero- 
naut in Kansas and He Is Killed 
in the Plunge. 


Coffeyville, Kas. Aug. 29.—{Special. ]—Be- 
fore a crowd of 2,000 spectators Harry E. 
Hoffman, an aeronaut, wag killed at Silurian 
Springs park this evening while making a 
balloon ascension.

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CALL PELLAGRA GERM DISEASE 


Solely by Use of Corn. 


KNOWN HERE LONG TIME. 


Special Study of Complaint Is Being 
Made at State Hospitals. 


Fear that the old Italian disease, pellagra, 
which is appearing in places throughout the 
country, and which is thought to be trace- 
able to the eating of corn or corn products, 
might sweep over Illinois and the corn belt 
was relieved yesterday by statements froma 
number of medical men studying the disease 
at close hand. 

King corn is not blamed for pellagra by 
these physicians, who are connected with 
the state hospitals for the insane at Dunning 
and at Elgin They stated yesterday that the 
disease, which has been one of the puzziing 
medical problems of Europe for a number of 
centuries, now is believed to be a germ dis- 
ease and does not come necessarily from 
corn. 

Reports that 100 cases of pellegra at the 
hospital for the insane at South Bartonville. 
near Peoria, were being treated and that 
the attention of the federal scientific author- 
ities and medical experts was being directed 
there caused apprehension among farmers 
and manufacturers of corn products as well 


as consumers. 
Setting a Fresh Start. 

‘While the disease seems to be getting a 
fresh start in many places, I believe that it 
has existed for many years here in IIIlinois,“ 
said Dr. Otto C. Willhite, superintendent at 
Dunning. It is thought now that the dis- 
ease is a germ disease, and the belief that it 
is traceable to corn is not so strong as it 
once was, for the reason that pellagra is 
being found in places where corn is being 
eaten little or not at all. 

„The reason that corn has been blamed 
for the disease is that in Italy, in the corn 
eating districts, the disease was first dis- 
covered. and the conclusion reached was 
that corn was responsible. 

We have had only one death from pella- 
gra at Dunning. We have had ten cases in 
all. Seven of those afflicted are now dead, 
but we believe that the cause of death was 
not due to pellagra. The three cages which 
we now have are getting along nicely. Dr. 
L. J. Bullock, one of our physicians here, is 
making a special study of the disease.“ 

The most recent theory about pellagra 
is that it is a germ diseasé and is not wholly 
due to corn,“ declared Dr. Bullock, Many 
Efiglish physicians are now working on this 
theory. Dr. Sanbon is among the leaders of 
these. 

Found Where Corn Is Lacking. 

Pellagra is being found where there is 
no corn, and consequently the old theory that 
corn or corn products was to blame is being

thought less of. It is, of course, quite pos- 
sible that the germs may be transmitted 
through the eating of corn, but the cereal! it- 
self is not held responsible so much as be- 
fore by those studying it closely in this 
country.” 

Dr. V. H. Podstata, superintendent at 
Elgin, reported only one case in the hos- 
pital of which he has charge. 

There is only one case here now,” he 
said. ‘‘ At least there is only one case that 
we know positively is pellagra. There are 
two or three others that we suspect are 
pellagra. One patient afflicted with the dis- 
ease died about one month ago. 

We have had two or three patients who 


but whether or not they will remain well we 
cannot say yet. 7 
Not a New Disease. 

Pellagra is not a new disease to IIlIinois 
and no one should become frightened, be- 
cause it is not contagious and I believe it 
is not traceable altogether to the eating of 
corn. I can remember as far back as four- 
teen years ago we had instances of pellagra 
but we did not know what it was in those 
days. ; 

Medical authorities now are beginning to 
fee] that corn is not to blame and that the 
disease is a germ disease, although just what 
the nature of the germ is no one yet seems 
to have discovered. 

“It is true that the disease is being dis- 
covered more among the insane than among 
normal persons, but that does not mean 
necessarily that it is an insane person's dis- 
„ease. The ratio of susceptibility of insane 
persone to those perfectly normal is about 
two to one. It has not yet been proved that 
pellagra and an abnormal mind bear any 
relation to each other. 

To be on the safe side we have stopped 
using corn or any form of corn products in 
the hospital here. 1 understand that the

Graft and crime, as viewed in the person 
and deeds of Macbeth. Shakspeare’s noble 
and crafty criminal, were the principal topics 


of discussion by State's Attorney Wayman, 
who spoke before the United Men’s clubs 


of the Irving Park churches last night. 

To a large audience that packed the audi- 
torium of the Irving Park Christian church, 
it was evident that the prosecutor drew many 
and up to date inferences. Many believed 
that Mr. Wayman had in mind Inspector Mo- 
Cann, the police official, whom he is to prose- 
cute on the charge of accepting protection 
money. 

When asked ff he intended to liken the 
police official to the Shakspearean char- 
acter, Mr. Wayman smiled and said that his 
audience could infer anything it wanted to. 

“I never said a word about Inspector Me- 
Cann,“ said he, but if the audience wanted 
to attribute to him any of the characteristics 
of the tempted Macbeth, I don’t see how I 
could help it.” 


Support of Churchgoers. 

W. H. Hunter, in introducing the speaker 
of the evening, declared that Mr. Wayman 
has the unanimous support of the church- 
going people of Chicago in his campaign 
against vice and crime. 

We are all ready to lend our moral sup- 
port,” said he, “ to a man who has the nerve 
to do things in upholding the law. Right 
now is the time he needs our support. After 
the battle is over it will do him no good. He 
will either have won or lost, and all we can 
say or do will not help a bit. 

“ But the fight is on right now, and the 
heavy artillery will open Sept. 7. There is 
no tribute too great for Illinois to pay toa 
man that has done his duty. In these times 
honesty is not to be found on every street 
corner. It is at a premium. When we find 
a man who is trying to make men honest, to 
weed out the graft and crime that exists in 
our midst, we should let him know that we 
appreciate him.“ 

The Rev. A. W. Taylor, pastor of the Chris- 
tian church, offered the opening prayer and 
asked that strength be given the Cook county 


prosecutor in his work, and that the rule of 


the city should not be given into the hand 
of those who seek only gain and unmitigated 
greed.” 


No Grand Jury Secrets. 


If the audience expected Mr. Wayman to 
tell any secrets of state or any of his plans 
for the September grand jury it was badly 
disappointed. He spoke to his theme, which, 
he declared, was Does Crime Pay?” To 
carry out the theme and to provide the moral 
— — for his subject the tragedy of Mac- 

th, 

“I want to show you that crime does not 
pay,“ said he, that the criminal never 
prospers, and that his own guilty conscience 
finally brings him to justice. Macbeth was 
a moral coward, and there are many such 
today. When the first thought of murder en- 


tered his mind he carefully attempted to en- 


list Banquo as his accomplice. All criminals 
Want accomplices. And as a rule they seek 


out accomplices among those who, even if 


they were to give them away, would not be 
believed. 

Macbeth was a soldier and a noble. He 
was liked by the people, who thought him 
all that was true and good. But the thought 
of murder entered his mind and the thought 
was father to the deed. Lady Macbeth, his 
actomplice, was the more intelligent of the 
two. And today there are many wives who 
think they know more than their husbands— 
and the majority of them are right at that. 


Wife’s Advice Good. 


Lady Macbeth gave her husband some 
good advice when she told him to look as 


the rose, but act as the serpent under it. 


How many criminais of today look as 
the rose and act as the serpent under it? 
We deal with them every day. In fact they 
They 
commit their crimes under the cloak of vir- 
tue and honesty. They even enlist the aid 
of others who in reality are honest and who 


are our most dangerous criminals.

Judge Cleland Believes “Africa Is a 
Safer Place than Chicago 
at Present. 


Ex-President Roosevelt is safer in Africa 


than he would be in Chicago, in the opinion of 


Municipal Judge McKenzie Cleland, in a lec- 
ture on The Kindness That Pays at the 
Trinity Methodist Episcopal church last 
night.

CRACK SAFES LIKE ARTISTS 


Crooks Drink Beer as They Work 
Near the County Jail. 


GROCER IS ROBBED OF $1,000 


Neat Job in Englewood; Burglars 
Visit Three Residences. 


Safe blowers did two neat jobs in Chicago 
between Saturday night and yesterday morn- 
ing, getting something over $1,000, and awak- 
ening the admiration of the police. In nei- 
ther case did the crooks leave any clew 


“and no arrests were made. 


One job, a double header, was executed in 
the building at 179 Illinois street, within a 
stone’s throw of the county jail. The build- 
ing is occupied by A. R. L. Mueseler & Sons 
company, carriage makers, and F. R. Hol- 
lender & Co., beer importers. 
entered the basement, which the Hollender 
company uses as a storeroom. 

They got $75 from that concern’s safe and 


also sampled a keg of imported beer. All 4 


unawed by the nearness of the jail, they 
shinned up the elevator shaft, drawing up 
the keg of beer after them, and tackled the 
Mueseler safe. The keg was found in the 
morning nearly empty and at hand, ona 
desk, was the glass the men had used. 

They got nothing from our Safe,“ A. R. 
Mueseler seid, because they failed to get 
into the inner compartment and there was 
no money in that, anyway.“ 


Grocer Is Robbed of 61,000. 


In the other job the crooks got $1,000 in 
small change from the grocery store of 
James Bredin, 617-23 West Sixty-third street. 
Some time during the night they sawed off 
two iron bars protecting a rear window. 
Bredin made a Sunday morning visit to his 
store and had worked there for half an hour 
before he learned that he had been robbed, 
so tidily had the job been done. 

Then James Woodworth. a neighbor, resid- 
ing at 6417 Parnell avenue, seeing the bars 
cut from the window, asked him through the 
aperture if anything had happened inside the 
store during the night. 

Bredin thereupon asked the cause of his 
neighbor’s curiosity and when informed of 
the cutting of the iron bars he went to the 
little balcony where the safe is kept and 
found it blown open. Subsequently it was 
learned that no-one in the neighborhood, 
which is thick with stores and residences, 
heard. the noise of the explosion. 


Explosion Inside the Safe. 


The police say the dynamite was exploded 
from the interior of the safe, thus muffling 
the noise, and permitting the robber or rob- 
bers to take the money unmolested. The 
dynamite apparently was inserted into, the 
safe through holes bored for the purpose. 

It is as fine a job of Its kind as I have 
ever seen,” said Detective Prendergast, who 
is working on the case with Detective Me- 
Guire. It was executed beyond doubt by 
old hands. That is about the best clew we 
have, although we are working on one which 
may develop the identity of the men. I be- 
lieve there were two of them doing the job.“ 

Bredin was robbed of $1,333 in a similar 
wey twelve years ago. No trace was found 
of the men who executed that job. Last 
Thursday at 2 a. m. three boys, two of them 
14 years old and another 10, were caught in 
the store. They were rifling bins and shelves. 

In removing the contents of the safe the 
bufglars took the cash drawer and all the 
money therein. Bredin declares the drawer 
with the money weighed forty pounds. 


Burglar Works in Oak Park. 

A burglar, who was armed with a skeleton 
key, robbed the home of George Webb, 329 
Clinton avenue, Oak Park, on Friday and 
alarmed housekeepers in that suburb further 
yesterday, when they learned that he had 
entered the residence of Joseph H. Brown, 
246 Marion street. A sealskin coat valued at 
$300, a watch, two gold rings with small dia- 
mond settings, and a quantity of silverware 
were stolen from Mr. Webb's house. 

A man supposed to be the same who robbed 
the Webb house, entered Mr. Brown’s resi- 
dence last evening while members of the 
family were on the front porch. The intruder 
was seen and then fied. , 

An agile porch climber scaled a rainpipe 
and forced an entrance to the house of J. E. 
Thompson, 1228 West Fifteenth street, last 
night while the family was away and stole 
several hundred dollars“ worth of jewelry and 
silverware. Packed in a bag lying on the 
table in the dining room lay silverware and

DEAD RETURN, BISHOP SAYS|CAME WITHIN $8 OF FIGHT 


Dr. Fallows Believes in Commu- 
nications from Other World. 


SAYS HE’S AN IMMORTALIST. 


Objects to Term Spiritualist Because 
of Its Associations, 


Communication of the dead with the liv- 
ing not only is taught in the bible but has 
been verified by psychic research, accord- 
ing to Bishop Samuel Fallows of St. Paul's 
Reformed Episcopal church. He made this 
declaration yesterday in a sermon on Why 
I Am an Immortalist and nota Spiritualist.” 

The bishop doesn't like the word spiritual- 
ist ’’ because of its association with fraudu- 
lent practices. He quotes Adam Clarke, the 
great ommentator, and John Wesley, found- 
er of the Methodist Episcopal church, in sup- 
port of the doctrine that spirits have in- 
tercourse with this world and become visible 
to mortals,. In his sermon he explained his 
repugnance to the term “ spiritualist.” 

Perhaps there is no word more misleading 
in our language than that of spiritualism,” 
he said. It denotes the state of being 
spiritual. In philosophy, it is opposed to ma- 
terialism. It means communication with the 
spirits of the departed, through mediums. It 
embraces an almost infinite variety of theo- 
ries, doctrines, and opinions regarding spirit- 
ualistic influences. * 

It has been erected into a religious sys- 
tem or cult with varying shades of orthodox 
belief, nd of the rankest infidelity. It has 
been used as a term to cover innumerable 
forms of fraud and trickery, which were 
begun by the Fox sisters in Rochester, N. T., 
according to their own confessions. 


Church Fights Shy of It. 

‘This word, so unhappily and confusedly 
used, has alienated multitudes in the Chris- 
tian church from the clearly revealed truth 
in the holy scriptures of the continued iden- 
tity of departed loved ones and of their 
abiding interest in human affairs. The 
church. using that term in a vague and gen- 
eral way, has thus fought shy of the revela- 
tions which a true, scientific psychical in- 
vestigation has clearly made known regard- 
ing our immortality. 

„The term ‘ psychical’ has been pounced 
upon by unscrupulous spiritualists. They 
have been covering their pernicious practices 
with its mantle. They have been ‘stealing 
the livery of heaven to serve the devil in.’ 
They have thus been bringing into attempted 
disrepute the societies of psychical research 
both in England and America. 

„Much of this evil, I suppose, cannot be 
prevented. But the church ought boldly and 
continuously to reaffirm the old bible truth 
of the influence of the spiritual world upon 
this earth on which we live. 

“Tf Moses and Elijah could come and talk 
with Peter and James and John and with 
the transfigured Christ, why cannot others 
come from that world around us? is the 
question Christians naturally ask. 


Quotes Wesley and Clarke. 

“John Wesley, long before the days of 
modern spiritualism, answered it: These 
invisible agents (the angels) frequently join 
with their human friends. giving them wis- 
dom. courage, or strength. What pretense 
have I to deny well attested facts because 
I cannot comprehend them? The giving up 
of these apparitions is, in effect, giving up the 

ble.’ 

* Dr. Adam Clarke, the celebrated com- 
mentator, answered it for the orthodox 
church: ‘I believe there is a supernatural 
and spiritual world, in which human spirits, 
both good and evil, live in a state of con- 
sciousness. I believe that any of these spirits 
may, according to the order of God, in the 
laws of their place of residence, have inter- 
course with this world and become visible to 
mortals.’ 

„We in later times have been afraid to be- 
lieve this because of the false spiritualism 
which has confounded us. Now let us have 
other names, and pray heaven that they may 
never be confounded with any mongering and 
mongrel system like It. 

„Let us revert to that expressive word 
used by Jeremy Taylor to express our com- 
mon belief: Immortalists.“ Let us add a 
new word, but one in perfect harmony with 
the usage of our language. ‘Immortalism’ 
to take the place of spiritualism. 


Claims Prominent Associates. 

„Under this banner we can Include the In- 
numerable multitude who in all the Christian 
ages preceding have believed in the im- 
mortalism taught by the bible and the church. 

„We can welcome to our ranks Dr. Alfred 
Russel Wallace, Sir William Crookes, Prof. 
Lombroso, Prof. Flournoy, M. Camille Flam- 
marion, M. Thiers, John Ruskin, Prof. W. F. 
Barrett, Prof. Herbert Mayo, W. M. Thack- 
eray, H. W. Longfellow, Archbishop Whate- 
ly, and Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, who 
are a few among the great number who have 
eagerly sought or have found the truth of the 
influence of immortal beings upon our mortal

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PICKPOCKETS GET $1,600 


Old Man in Trolley Car Robbed 
of Lifetime Savings. 


HE HAD DISLIKE OF BANKS. 


Conductor Noticed Five Men Crowd 
About the Passenger. 


Dislike of banks caused Fredricus Yonge, 
1738 Fourteenth place, to carry $1,600, the 
savings of a lifetime, in his vest pocket, and 
yesterday afternoon while on a west bound 
Twelfth street car he was robbed of the 
money. 

The conductor of the car noticed that five 
suspicious looking men had crowded Yonge 
and hurriedly left the car after they had 
jostied him. When Yonge was questioned by 
the conductor he felt in his vest pocket for 
his wallet and found it had disappeared, 

Tells of Robbery. 

Almost fainting from the shock, Yonge 
told of the robbery, and then went to the 
Morton Park police station, where he made 
a report. 

Yonge is 60 years old. He told the police 
that at Fortieth avenue he felt in his pocket 
as a crowd of young men boarded the car and 
his money at that time was safe. Some of 
the late passengers jostied him severai times 
as the car approached Forty-eighth avenue, 
but he did not miss his money until cau- 
tioned by the conductor. 


Description of Money. 

After giving the police the facts about his 
loss, Yonge left the station for his home. 
The money was in four $50 bills, forty 620 
bills, sixty $5 bills, ten $10 bills, and the re- 
mainder in smaller denominations. 

The police arrested, five suspects, all of 
whom were later released when they proved 
their innocence. 


CHICAGO ICE CREAM IS RICH; 
MILLION GERMS IN ONE DROP. 


Health Department Tells Results of Ex- 
aminations — Multiple Cases of In- 
fectious Diseases. 


Chicago ice cream, which came under the 
survey of the city health department last 
week, was alive with germs, the bulletin of 
the department, issved yesterday, states. It 
reports: 

The samples of ice cream examined proved 
to be rich in bacteria, an average of 10.587. 
915 a cubic centimeter. One sample con- 
tained as high as 45,000,000 bacteria a cubic 
centimeter, or 1,000,000 in each drop.“ 

Comment is made on the unusual number of 
multiple cases of diphtheria and scarlet fever 
reported during the week as follows: 

“Out of 212 families in which cases of 
diphtheria and scarlet fever were reported 
during the week there were thirty-five that 
had more than one case. 

A second or a third case in a family can 
almost invariably be avoided. Where one 
case may occur in a family due partly to 
carelessness of others and partly to their 
own lack of precautions against infection, a 
second or third case is positive indication of 
stupidity or gross carelessness on the part of 
the family. 

‘Multiple cases can be prevented by early 
diagnosis, immediate and complete isolation 
of the infected member, and, in cases of diph- 
theria, an immunizing dose of anti-toxin.”’ 

The deaths for the week numbered 649, 
which was thirty-five more than in the cor- 
responding period last year. It is believed 
the high mark for summer mortality has 


been passed. 


SAY HOTELS CANNOT EXIST 
HERE IF TIPS ARE BARRED. 


Managers Declare It Is Impossible to 
Keep Help When Rules Cut OF 
. Gratuities. 


Tipping has reached such a point in Amer- 
ica that waiters in hotels and restaurants 
generally are beginning to forget that pay 
day exists, according to Chicago hotel man- 
agers, who declared yesterday that the new 
American hotel, to be opened shortly in Lon. 
don, where tipping is to be prohibited, could 
not last a month in this country. ' 

„J have known of only one first class hotel 
in the country where the custom of tipping 
has been barred,”’ said Arthur O'Connell, as- 
sistant manager of the Annex, who has had 
experience in many of the hotels of the coun- 
try. That hostelry was the Majestic in 
New York. Bellboys, waiters, butlers, maids, 
and other employés left the service of the 
hotel like rats leaving a sinking ship when 
the system was inaugurated. 

“I believe the Majestic tried it just a 
month and then went back to the old ways 
Tipping undoubtedly is becoming worse and 


‘worse each year, and_Americans are to 


blame for it. Englishmen tip but little. and 
as for Germans, gratuities are scarce with 
them. The American tourists keep up the 
custom in Europe.“ 

George H. Gasley o the new La Salle hotel 
stated that no hotel where tipping is barred 
could survive in Chicago or anywhere in 
America. Americans are the greatest tip- 
ping people in the world, and to attempt to 
banish the custom here would be folly,” he 
said.

CROWN PRINCE MAY QUIT. 


Reported His Leadership of the 
Army Will Cease; New Cab- 
inet Is Formed. 


ATHENS, Greece, Aug. 29.—The crisis in 
political affairs here, which reached its 
height in the mutiny of the local garrison and 
the formation of a new cabinet, has subsided. 

A decree was published today granting am- 


pesty to the troops concerned in the military 
movement and those who have been en- 
camped outside of the city for the last twen- 
ty-tour hours, numbering 548, returned in the 
afternoon to their respective barracks. 
They were addressed by their leader, Col. 
Zorbas, who said that as the nation had ap- 
proved their demands and the king had 
granted amnesty they must return to the 
path of loyalty and discipline. 


Many Reforms Are Demanded. 

The city is tranquil. It is stated that the 
crown prince will resign as chief in com- 
mand of the army. 

Among the reforms demanded by the troops 
were that the genera! command of the army 
ghould be intrusted to three officers of the 
rank of general, acting under the supreme 
authority of a royal prince, the other mem- 
bers of the royal family serving in the army 
to be treated as ordinary officers. 

Also that foreign officers shall be appointed 
to reorganize the army and navy, the latter 
to be strengthened, by an ironciad and eight 
destroyers. Protest also was made against 
“the maintenance of several royal yachts, it 
being contended that one for the king's use 
was sufficient.

but none that would be called big in Oregon 
or Washington or Callfornla, nor is the 
forest thick as I have seen it in Alaska. 
The long dry season prevents all this. The 
last seven miles are On a straight Mne and 
at 7:30 I dine at Silliguri and leave the two 
foot gauge and at 8 o'clock leave on a meter 
gauge for Dhubri. There is no through first 
class carriage, so I take an empty second 


class, which is pretty dirty and barren. 


Arrives at Dhubri Finally. 
Monday—At 9:30 this morning I arrived in 
Dhubri, having covered 175 miles in thirteen 
and a half hours, and on the roughest road 
I was ever on in my life! The ghimpse I[ 
had of Silliguri last night and the scenes 
on awakening at 6 this morning clearly re- 
vealed India—bullock carts, half-naked men, 
swarthy to dark complexions, and more 
slender, though the average height is much 
less than in Rajputana, and the jabber, jab- 
ber, jabber—no doubt of its being India! 
At Feesta we crossed the stream which I 
had seen a few days ago as a mountain 
stream, now ea broad river, with dugouts 
and sailboats. We passed through e fiat 
country with much sand in sight. We saw 
a few villages with neatly made bamboo and 
grass houses, then crossed another broad 
river and then more sand and flats and pools 
in which men were fishing with nets; an- 
other stream, all cleaner looking than the 
Ganges, for they are just from the moun- 
tains and have not served as a common dump 
for so many millions of people. Dark skinned 
non-Afyan people seem more numerous than 
in lower Bengal. 


and we passed on for a half mile to Dhubri 
Ghat, where we climb down from our cheap, 
nasty car, onto the sand, walk down to the 
floating landing stage and over a gangplank 
to the river steamer for @ thirty-six hours’ 
ride on the Brahmaputra river. 


All Boat Crew Natives. 

The river here is nearly a mile wide, slight- 

ly muddy. with pure sand banks and but 
little vegetation. There is a fair current 
and the river seems to be rising. The boat 
is a big one, with sidewheels and four first 
class cabins, each with two berths. The 
cabins are arge and have electric fans. 
There are just three white men on the boat, 
one other passenger beside myself. The third 
is an inspector who does not properly be- 
long here. All the crew, captain, engineer, 
etc., are natives. The waiters know no Eng- 
lish. 
A pleasant dining saloon with ten chairs 
is between the four cabins, and in front of 
all is a piece of a deck with fine big easy 
chairs. The remainder of this deck and the 
broad lower deck are for third class passen- 
gers and cargo, but the river cargo is mostly 
handled by big tugs and barges (“ flats ). 
The boat draws five feet of water and makes 
twelve to feurteen knots—eight upstream, 
sixteen down. 

We are off at 10:30. The country seems 
flat and but sparsely settled—sand, sand 
everywhere. At a little before 2 we have 
turned north and the heavily wooded hills 
of the Himalayas appear in sight, often 
coming close to the river, and then hills on 
the right, also wood. There is some wild 
country about. That to the west abounds 
in wild elephants and tigers. The river teems 
with sporty porpoises. And the third class 
crowd! Well, it is a sight! I will tell about 
it tomorrow. 


Treatment of Cholera Victims. 

Tues@ay.—This crowd of coolies forms 
the greatest ethnological show I have ever 
geen under one roof. There are 400 of them. 
The majority of them on the upper deck are 
coolies, or laborers, being sent, under gov- 
ernment supervision, from the famine dis- 
tricts of central India into Assam to work 
on the tea gardens. They probably represent 
twenty languages and as many tribes. They 
are nearly all of the non-Aryan stock; they 
are short, dark, slender, and have long hair, 
some of it a little frizzly. They range in 
age from a day to 60 years. 

A single garment of the size of half a thin 
sheet represents the average amount of 
clothing, though the contractors of their 
labor were obliged to provide them with a 
new shirt and blanket when they left the 
railway. Many of the women wear big ear 
plugs, nose and ear rings galore, and anklets, 
but these are of base metal, for it is a poor 
crowd. I saw a bamboo comb (like those 
worn by the Semang of the Malay peninreula; 
only broader) in one woman’s hair, and cne 
old chap brought his bow and bamboo ar- 
rows. 

The ship's crew turns the hose on the crowd 
twice a day, and they scrub—with their 
* sheet ’ on—then they slip this off under a 
dry one and wash the first, sousing it on the 
floor Of The deck, where the water flows from 
the hose in torrents. 


Many Suspects Left Behind. 

The decks are treated twice daily with a 
strong disinfectant and soaked in water, and 
the natives have to wash their blankets once 
a day~all this because they brought cholera 
on board with them. From three to fifteen 
are dropped off at every station. either with 
cholera or as members of a family in which 
one or more has it, and each day there are 
several deaths. 

They are fed twice daily, at 8 and (o' clock. 
As the time approaches they squat down on 
deck in long mws, members of a family, of 
coursé, together. Thus, for example, as part 
of a line were a father, his three wives, and 
three children. Each has his tin pan in front 
of him. They wait patiently, sometimes for 
over a half an hour. Then big vessels of 
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Dhubri did not appear to be much ofa city | 
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first; the girls and women eat what is left. 
By 6 o'clock the deck looks like a morgue— 
for all are wrapped in their thin blankets and 
stretched out on the bare, damp deck like 
sacks of grain, or, rather, like rows of long, 
thin bean poles. On the lower deck are the lo- 
cal third class, the Assamese. They are, asa 
rule, lighter than the Bengali, and show cer- 
tain Mongolian strains, but are easily dis- 
tinguished from the types around Darjee- 
ling. 


Native Pilots Queer Lot. 


Lovely wood covered hills to the-right and 
left, and then, again, no hills at all, only 
broad level valley as far as the eye can reach. 
We keep taking on native pilots and dropping 
others. They come alongside in dugout 
canoes, and are as naked and as primitive 
looking as the rest of the natives. The 
river is beginning to rise, for much drift is 
seen. 

The country is sparsely settled. At times 
for miles and miles there is no sign of hu- 
manity. We see many long legged birds, 
eagles, and crocodiles, the long nosed gavial 
species. I probably have not seen more than 
100 crocodiles—iast month thousands could 
have been seen, for when the river rises they 
make for the smaller rivers, where they can 
find sandbars. 

At 8 o’clock this morning I landed at Gau- 
hati and wandered through the straggling 
streets. It has some beautiful gardens, fine 
trees, and loveiy flowers, and birds of sweet 
song. Gauhati has a celebrated temple of 
the thousand virgins on a nearby hill and a 
peacack temple on an island in midstream. 
At midnight we tie up at the Tezpur dock.

All they have had to eat was what the boys 
could pick up from garbage barrels. The 
mother and baby were sent to the Harrison 
street annex, the two boys to the juvenile 
home, while the father is locked up at the 
Sheffield avenue station charged with va- 
grancy. 

The family was evicted from a basement 
room at 321 Southport avenue eight days ago 
for failure to pay the rerit. Then they moved 
into the coal shed. At night Mrs. Schneider 
said rats climbed over their bodies and bit 
the baby.

Mrs. Lucy Parsons Unable to Tell 
Views to a Crowd. 


FAILED TO GET A PERMIT. 


Says Faith fs Mixture of Ideas of Dr. 
Eliot and Dr. Foster. 


Mrs. Lucy Parsons is seeking the limelight 
as the apostle of a new religion. She in- 
sisted upon telling the populace of her new 
convictions yesterday afternoon in front of 
tne Newberry library building, Walton place 
and North Clark street, but she could not 
produce a permit. Upon her refusal to stop 
talking she was locked up in East Chicago 
avenue police station, but was later released 
on $800 bonds signed by Dr. J. H. Greer, 
4114 Michigan avenue. 

rs. Parsons said last evening that she 
was not quite sure of the tenets of the new 
religion she was about to launch, but it had 
some of the principles voloed by Prof. Eliot 
of Harvard and Prof. Foster of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, together with some original 
ideas of her own, and she hoped to have a 
large following. 

She had addressed north side audiences the 
two Sundays previous, and claimed she Had 
great crowds’ Saturday afternoon Mrs. Par- 
sons applied to Assistant Chief Schuettler 
for a permit, and he is said to have refused 
to grant it, though he was assured that she 
would not touch on anarchy, but confine her 
address to religion. 

Plans a Test Oase. 

Mrs. Parsons consulted Seymour Stedman, 
her lawyer, and he advised her to speak and 
allow the police to arrest her and make a 
test case. 

Mrs. Parsons took the third chapter of 
Genesis, first to twelfth verses, for her text. 
They deal with Eve's experience with 
the serpent in the Garden of Eden. She 
read the firat three verses when she was 
interrupted by a pollceman asking for a 
permit, which she could not produce, The 
policeman then asked her to stop taiking 
and leave the platform. This she refused 
to do and was placed under arrest.

OTHER UNION THE VICTOR. 


Conference, However, Unlikely to Set- 
tle Building Trade Strikes. 


There is little likelihood that a settlement 
of the building’ trades strikes will be reached 
at a conference to be held today by con- 
tractors and business agents of the crafts 
involved and officials of the Otis Elevator 
company. The only point agreed on yester- 
day was that the strike on the La Salle 
hotel must be terminated as soon as pos- 
gible in order that the hostelry may open on 
schedule time. 

To bring this about it will be necessary to 
concede a point to the strike leaders and 
heads of the new building trades council 
and allow elevator constructors to be em- 
polyed in the building in the places of the 
machinists furnished to the Otis company by 
Martin B. (“ Skinny) Madden. 

Martin W. Christopherson, general mana- 
ger of the Otis company, said the officials 
of the concern are ready to permit the 
George W. Fuller company, general contrac- 
tor for the La Salle and Blackstone hotels, 
the new Northwestern railroad station, and 
the Vendome building, to employ elevator 
constructors in the strike bound La Salle 
hotel. 

This arrangement, which will be another 
stinging blow to Skinny Madden scored 
by the leaders of the new building trades 
council, probably will be accepted by the 
Fuller company today. 


Other Strikcs May Continue. 

The strikes on the new building of the 
Peoples Gaslight and Coke company, the 
plant of Hart, Schaffner & Marx, and the 
Blackstone hotel, however, will continue with 
increased bitterness unless some arrange- 
ment is made at today’s conference for the 
abrogation of Madden’s agreement with the 
Otis company to supply; machinists! to take 
the places of the striking elevator construc- 
tors. 

That is the point which is likely to cause 
a split in the conference. Manager Chris- 
topherson said the Otis company would be 
willing to cancel the Madden contract and 
sign an agreement with the striking eleva- 
tor constructors if it could be shown to the 
company that such action would end all 
jurisdictional disputes. He declared, how- 
ever, that the company would have no as- 
surance that the shop machinists, elec- 
tricians, and other crafts, members of which 
are friendly to “Skinny” Madden. would 
refrain from calling strikes against the com- 
pany both at the shops and on every job in 
Chicago.

HIGH TARIFF USED AS PLEA _.. 
FOR M’KEES ROCKS STRIKERS. 


Workers Use Unique Plan to Force Gov- 
ernment Action—Say Company Broke 
or ledge. 


Wasigngton, D. C., Aug. 29.—That laborers 
employed by the Pressed Stee! Car company 
at McKees Rocks, Pennsylvannia, the scene 
of the present strikes, are not paid the share 
to which they are entitled under the protec- 
tive tariff system, is asserted by Secretary 
Morrison of the American Federation of 
Labor. The charge is embodied in a request 
today forwarded by Mr. Morrison to Secre- 
tary Nagel for an investigation into condi- 
tions at McKees Rocks. 

Mr. Morrison takes the position that as 
the company is enabled, by the protective 
system, to charge much higher prices for 
its products than otherwise it would . ceive, 
the government is under obligation to make 
inquiry for the protection of the laborers. 

In support of his contention that the con- 
ditions are bad, Mr. Morrison quotes at 
length from a report regarding them made 
recently by Paul U. Kellogg. Mr. Kellogg 
gives many instances of low wage payments 
and he says that the men complain especially 
that they are denied all means of checking 
up their earnings. No piece rates are posted, 
as under the old system, and the men claim 
that the hourly rate is not a guaranteed min- 
imum. It is asserted that in one instance a 
map received only 61 for three days’ work, 
that another worked fourteen days for $15, 
and that another worked ten days for $6.60.

GREAT CHANCE IS OPEN. 


Manufacturers Are Realizing Ad- 
vantages Sanitary District 
Plan Affords. 


BY HOYT KING.. 


Forty miles of prairie and farm lands to 


the southwest of Chicago, throbbing with 
industries; eight miles to the northwest, 
alive with manufacturing plants—this is the 
promise to the future of Chicago's ship 
canals. 

The Manchester canal saved Manchester 
from gradual decline and brought to Man- 


chester millions of capital for investment. 
The sanitary canals of Chicago, by proper de- 
velopment, will maintain Chicago's commer- | 
cla} supremacy in the west and add untold | 


value to the city. 3 
As the people of Manchester paid for their 
ship canal, so the people of Chicago paid for 
the construction of theirs. They paid it by 
taxes, for the sanitary district of Chicago 
is a municipal torporation formed by an act 
of the legislature in 1889. 
It was to protect the lake from pollution 
rather than to create an industrial project 
that caused the building of the main chan- 
nel to Joliet. It was built to carry, without 


offense, the sewage of Chicago away from 
the lake into the Desplaines river, thence 


through the Illinois to the Mississippi. An 
act of 1908 authorized two collateral chan- 
nels to connect with the main ship canal, one 
from Wilmette on the north and one from 
the Calumet river on the south. 


Acquires Strip of Land. 

It was for purposes of construction work 
that the original board acquired a strip of 
land from Robey street on the south branch 
of the Chicago river, through the Desplaines 
river valley, to Joliet. Through the center 
of this strip the main canal runs. There are 
5,500 acres in the strip outside of the cana! 
iteelf—more than twice the amount owned 
by the Manchester canal people. 

This makes sixty-five miles of dockage 
Along the maln canal. For practically halt 
the distance the docks are of stone, as the 
banks were sawed out of the solid rock. If, 
through this distance, artificially laid con- 
crete docks had been built they would have 
cost $16,000,000. This sum is equa! to half 
the cost of the main channel. Of course, we 
are now talking commercially. But it is the 
commercial value of the canal we are con- 
sidering. 

The early promoters of the canal had in 
mind the great advantage of the public own- 
ership of these extensive docks, but until 
six years after the canal was opened no 
step was taken to realize upon this ad- 
vantage. Then the people waked up. They 
had gtven special attention to the city coun- 
ell and to the state legislature, and they 
turned their eyes upon the sanitary board. 
They concluded to make a clean sweep and 
try an entirely new board. They picked out 
Robert R. McCormick, who had made a 
reputation in the council for ability, and 

nominated and elected him president of the 
new sanitary board. They put in seven 
ther members new to the work. 


More than a Sewer. 
There seemed in the minds of this board 


mo reason why the public, like a private 


owner, shduld not realize a revenue from its 
impres- 
sion at home and abroad that the sanitary 
and ship canal was a sewer and nothing else. 
They pushed to completion the power plant 


authorised to be bullt by an act of the legisla- 


ture of 1903 at Lockport. Here the thirty- 
four feet of fall in the flow of the canal was 
converted into electrical energy. Power is 
one of the essentials of a manufacturing 
community. A by-product of the canal met 
the requirement. 

The flow of the canal was converted into 
an electrical energy equivalent to 82,000 
horse power, with an ultimate possibility of 
40,000 horse power. This was enough power 
to light the city of Chicago, the villages 
within the district, and leave some to spare 
for commercial use. The district is now sup- 
plying Chicago, Cicero, Berwyn, Morgan 
Park, Blue Island, Lincoln park, and the 
West parks with electricity. It is using its 
surplus to operate manufacturing plants in 
Chicago and along its right of way. 

Parallel with this project of successfully 
Operating the power plant and marketing 
electricity, the board proceeded conserva- 
tively with commercial development. It be- 
gan, like any private concern, to present the 
advantages of locations on the canal. It had 
power, water, and traffic advantages to pre- 
sent. Plants already constructed saw the 
advantage of a connection with the canal and 
took leases. 


At the Canal’s Head. 


At the very head of the sanitary canal the 
McCormick works of the International Har- 
vester company ha@ secured dock privileges 
A the preceding board.

Their three hoists 
handle 1.200 tons a day. Each makes a 
round trip in one minute.

VUnloads Coal by Gravity. 

At the extremity 6f the canal, at Lockport, 
immediately adjoining the sanitary district's 
power plant, the Western United Gas and 
Electric company has secured a lease of the 
canal trustees. Here the coal of Pennsyl- 
vania and West Virginia will be unloaded by 
gravity from boats upon an elevated railway 
swith and delivered in turn by gravity to the 
hoppers and coal bins of the company’s plant. 
This company will supply more than thirty 
towns and villages in the northern part of 
the state. 

Their plant will be connected by 118 miles 
of pipe line. There will be two units of manu- 
facturing, each with a capacity of 3,000,000 
cubic feet daily. Traveling cranes will han- 
die all outgoing and incoming material. Five 
hundred and twenty miles of mains have been 
laid. Over 600 employés will be engaged. 

The importance of water transportation to 
the numerous stone companies in the stone 
belt through which the canal passes, is 
recognized. Dockage has been secured by 
the Lemont Lime Stone company, Young 
Stone company, Western Stone company, and 
Artesian Lime and Stone Works company. 
Active negotiations are pending with other 
concerns. Many inquiries for sites indicate 
the growing interest in the advantages af- 


forded by the canal. 


Promise of the Future. 

This is but the beginning. The future 
may see grain elevators to receive grain 
from the IIlinois corn belt and from the Mis- 
sissippi valley, should the legislature put 
through its plan for continuing the deep 
waterway to the Mississippi river. The san- 
itary canal and commercial zone of Chicago 
will thus be brought into immediate water 
connection with the middle west and south, 
with their lumber, cotton, cattle, sheep, hogs, 
and grain. 

Not only. grain elevators but accommoda- 
tions for handling live stock and mills for the 
manufacture of paper and cotton and woolen 
fabrics may be pictured in the mind’s eye 
as rising upon the docks of the sanitary canal. 
The saving in freight rates by the manu- 
facture and delivery of these goods in this 
market will be material. 

Conservative minds see these sixty-five 
miles of public dock property alive with in- 
dustry. All of this property is in the com- 
mercial zone of Chicago. The outcropping 
of industry at both ends of the canal as well 
as at Argo, eight miles down, has demon- 
strated that practical financiérs recognize the 
future possibilities of these locations, where 
unlimited area furnishes sanitary conditions 
adjacent to good sites for homes for work- 
men. 

Chicago, with its ever increasing popula- 
tion and its yearly additi6n of great manu- 
facturing industries, is building out from one 
end of the main channel to the eouthwest. 
Joliet, with ite 50.000 population and enor- 
mous industries, has commenced building up 
from the southern terminus. Here, at the 
very end of the canal, the Joliet plant of the 
United States Steel corporation has located 
its coke ovens. 


Miles of Dockage. 

Chicago has already forty-five miles of 
dockage on the river, along the north and 
south, branch, and its slips. The construc- 
tion of the sanitary canal added sixty-five 
miles more. The construction of the north 
shore channel now in progress from the lake 
at Wilmette to the north branch of the river 
at Lawrence avenue, will add sixteen miles 
of dockage. It will have a depth of 13.6 feet. 
It will afford navigation for lighter, barge. 
andtug. When pending litigation determines 
the right of the sanitary district to construct 
the Calumet channel to the main channel at 
Sag, fifteen miles of additional cana! will be 

idded. There will be altogether 55% miles 

banal and dock frontage of 111 miles all 
belonging to the public. 

Perhaps nowhere in the world is there a 
puble property of such extent so fruitful in 
possibilities of development of importance to 
the community as a whole, both from the 
standpoint of its commercial prosperity and 
the direct financial return tq the taxpayers. 
In considering the great future development 
of thie public property importance of traffic 
conditions must be constantly held in mind. It 
is this element in economy to industries that 
will make such a vast inland harbor one of 
unexampled in Perhaps ‘nowhere 
in this country is there a city, or, more prop- 
erly a commercial zone in which there is so 
much dockage. : a 


Must Provide Facilities. 
But the navigation which we show anda 
which is 50 valuable is a dead asset if we do 
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the mammoth ocean sailors of the future 
demanded. Anyway they built dock No. 9 in 
1906, and made it 2,700x250 feet. They gave 
it a water area of 15.6 acres and space for 
quays, roads, and railways of 32.6 acres. 
They built on this dock probably the largest 
system of transit sheds in the world. Now 
Manchester, so busy to date keeping pace 
with progress, can sit hack and wait for ship- 
ping to grow up to her capacity for handling. 

From Robey street, at the beginning of the 
sanitary canal, for almost eight miles, the 
dock lands are 270 feet wide, running through 
prairie country. This section is capable of 
being widened indefinitely. By dredging 500 
feet in width can be afforded, permitting the 
housing of an immense fleet without incum- 
bering the channel. Waretiouses and tran- 
sit sheds at points along thts section con- 
nected by railways can feed a vast area of 
level manufacturing country. 


Can Supply 500 Acres. 

At a point opposite the Argo plant of the 
Corn Products company on the canal one 
dock with facilities can, by railroad connec- 
tions, feed 500 acres of public lands now 
ready for commercial development, This 
property has the labor, a belt railway feeder, 
and can be supplied with power from the 
sanitary district’s plant. These three things 
traffic facilities, labor, and power-are the 
prime necessities of a manufacturing com- 
munity. A tract of the district's lands at 

, Lockport of an area of 400 acres has like 
advantages. It needs only the development 
‘of wharves. 

Such wharves would not only enhance the 
rentable value of these lands of the district, 
but would yield a revenue at least sufficient 
to cover cost and maintenance. The reve- 
nue would be, derived from tonnage fees for 
handling the freight over the wharves and 
tracks. The wharves and tracks would give 
water facilities not only to the district but 
to the large areas adjoining. 

At present the gross revenue from elec- 
tricity, from rentals, and from stone being 
sold along the banks of the canal is capable 
of almost indefinite expansion from the un- 
Hmited land still unoccupied, the millions of 
yards of stone stil] to be disposed of, and the 
power yet to be developed by the installation 
of additional machinery as the market for 
the power is secured. An increased revenue 
from taxes would be added to the commun!i- 
ties through which the canal runs. Some 
idea can be gained by figures showing the 
investments and contemplated investments 
of lessees already located along the main 
canal. A noteworthy example is the $10,- 
000,000 investment of the Corn Products com- 
pany. The revenue to be created will some 
day pay interest upon the entire investment 
fn eanal construction. 


Work of the District. 


The district has expended fof construction 
work on the main channel $34,000,000. It 
has built bridges and widened and deepened 
the Chicago river (the north and south 
branches) at an expense of over $10,000,000. 
It has spent $3,500,000 on the water power 
plant at Lockport. It has expended in toto, 
including construction, river improvement, 
lands, power plant, and administration over 
$59,000,000 to date. It has given to Chicago 
a ship canal varying from 160 to 206 feet in 
width, twenty-four feet deep, and thirty-two 
and one-half miles long. The ship canal js 
crossed &t convenient intervals by four belt 
railways—the Chicago and Western Indiana, 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer, the Chicago 
Junction, and the Elgin, Joliet and Eastern. 
It is paralleled by the Chicago and Alton and 
the Santa Fe, and part way by the Chicago 
and Illinois Western railroad. 

At Lockport is located a lock to pass lighter 
craft beyond the power plant. The lock is 
110x32 feet with 36 feet of lift. The channel 
is equipped with eight swing bridges for 
public highways and seven railway bridges, 
one being an eight track movable structure. 
All have a sixteen foot clearance, affording 
navigation without operating a single bridge 
to lighters, tugs, and barges. 

What was done at Manchester at a cost of 
$85,000,000 saved Manchester from decay by 
making it a seaport. It needs only con- 
centrated effort to make Chicago's ship canal 
(built for sanitation) a profit paying invest- 
ment.

READY TO DECIDE | 
ON SCHOOL BOOKS 


List Selected by President 
Urion and Superintendent 
Will Be Passed Upon. 


SOME CHANGES EXPECTED 
Management Is Still Undecided 


Upon What Geography 
Will Be Used. 


The question of text books to be used in 
the Chicago public schools for the ensuing 
year will be thrashed out today. This morn- 
ing President Alfred R. Urion and Super- 
tendent of Schools Ella Flagg Yourg win 
consider several changes in texts in a con- 
ference and in the afternoon the school man- 
agement will pass on the list of books to be 
used and on contracts to be recommended 
for approval to the board of edueation at its 
meeting Wednesday night. 5 

There will be several changes of texts 
used in the elementary schools. In music 
text books the Laurel series will supplant 
one of the Silver, Burdette & Co.’s books, | 
and the bookkeeping texts will be changed. 

The Powers & Lyon bookkeeping manual 
now in use will be retained, the company 
havifig revised and rewritten the text and 
having offered it at the old price to the board. 


Doubt About Geographies. 

One of the principal changes, if it is found 
practicable, may come in the geographies, 
The Tarr & McMurry geography, which 
has been in doubtful favor for more than one 
year, will be replaced if a text of equal edu- 
cational value can be obtained, especially at 
a lower price. The prices charged by the 
Macmillan company for the Tarr & McMur- 
ry geographies gave rise to the charge that 
Chicago was discriminated against in favor 
of Indiana nearly two years ago. 

The book was furnished under a state con- 
tract to Indiana for 30 cents as against the 
Chicago price of 48 cents. Although the 
Macmillan company refused to renew the In- 
diana contract at the time of its expiration, 
and stated that the Chicago price would be 
held as low as that offered anywhere in the 
country, the book was not reinstated in the 
good graces of the Chicago board and several 
efforts have been made to replace it. 

“The geographies that will be used In the 
Chicago public schools have not been decided 
on,“ said President Urion yesterday. You 
may state this much, notwithstanding cer- 
tain reports that have been printed that the 
question was all settled and that the Tarr & 
McMurry geographies would be retained. 
We hope to settle the book question today, 
and the whole problem under consideration 
is one of price. 


Low Prices Wanted. 

We mean to get the best books at the 
lowest prices. There will not be many 
changes in text books, for many changes 
would mean a loss instead of a saving to 
parents of children who will have to buy 
books. Where we find that we can make 
advantageous changes they will be made, 
and nowhere else.“ ¢ 

President Urion also stated that he ex- 
pected the question of coal contracts for the 
ensuing year would be cleared up today. 

The results of the tests as compiled by the 
testing company will be made public, as also 
will a complete list of the books which are to 
be used in the schools.

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my resignation, let it come from Beverly,” | 
said Mr. McHarg this evening. “It was 
understood ever since I entered the depart- 
ment that I was to be released from there 
by Oct. 1. About a week ago I placed my 
resignation in concrete form and handed it 
to Secretary Nagel. It provided that I should 
leave the service at any time convenient to 
the president, and not later than the date I 
have mentioned.“ 

While declining to express an opinion as to 
whether he thought the acceptance of his 
resignation at this time had any connection 
with his attacks on the forestry service, Mr. 
McHarg referred to an interview he had 
given earlier in which he declared that if 
any of the private views he had expressed 
were considered embarrassing to President 
Taft he was ready to sever his connection 
with the government service immediately. 


Denies Attack on Roosevelt. 

Mr. McHarg vigorously denied the refer- 
ences to ex-President Roosevelt attributed 
to him in an interview on conservation in a 
local paper last week. He appeared particu- 
larly anxious to repudiate this statement 
pritted under his name: Maybe Roosevelt 
thought he was the Lord. He acted like it | 
around here for a good many years. | 

Mr. McHarg stated today that any state- | 
ments he had made were not to be regarded 
as an expression from the present adminis- 
tration, but merely as voicing his own pri- 
vate views as a western man. 

He had no intention, he said, of casting the 
slightest reflection upon the Taft administra- 
tion, op of refiecting on former President 
‘Roosevelt personally; but he insisted on the 
right, no matter what his official position 
might be, to express his own personal con- 
victions. 

It was with considerable reluctance, he de- 
elared, that he accepted the position of as- 
sistant secretary of the department of com- 
merce and labor, but had done so because of 
his strong personal regard for Secretary Na- 
gel and other members of the administration. 


Did Not Seek the Position. 

It is understood here, and Mr. McHarg 
@wells upon the fact while justifying him- 
Self for free talking while in office, that it 
required considerable pressure in the spring 
to get him to take the position he has been 
holding.

Articles of inrorporation for eighteen 
Michigan water power companies were 
taken out in one day last week. Sus- 
picious persons see in this the intended 
formation of a great company to con- 
trol all the water power streams of the 
state, and it may be that they are right 
im their surmise. : 
A few far sighted men, recognizing 
the future value of the water power of 
the cotmmtry, began acquiring quiet con- 
trol of many of the most important sites. 
When President Roosevelt called atten- 
tion to their plans and insisted that the 
sites on streams which are subject to 
the jurisdiction of the national govern- 
ment should: not pass under the unre- 
stricted control of private corporations 


" 
the public began to put a higher esti- 


mate on water power; men who had not 
previously thought of exploiting the riv- 
ers for that purpose began looking around 
to find sites which, though of second- 
ary importance, could be made profit- 
able at a later day. Possibly such men 
are beginning to operate in Michigan. 

Presumably the streams whose waters 
they propose to utilize are not under fed- 
eral jurisdiction, but that of the state. 
So the matter is one for Michigan to 
deal with. If the water power of the 
state is not to be largely monopolized 
by a great corporation, which it might 
be difficult to control, it will have to 
be through the efforts of the state gov- 
ernment. While the national government 
should do all it can for the conserva- 
tion of national natural resources, every 
state should devote itself to the conserva- 
tion of guch resources within its own con- 
fines. ' 

Apparently the time has come for 
Michigan to do some work in that direc- 


tion.

HORACE WHITE ON THE TARIFF. 

Saturday we published a significant 
editorial on the west and the tariff from 
Harper’s Weekly. Today we are able to 
give to the readers of THe TRIBUNE an 
article from the pen of Horace White, 
one time editor of.

‘Only a great issue or a matter of deep 
concern could induce Mr. White to break 
the silence of his retirement-to address 
the public on a subject of political con- 
troversy. 


THE PASSING OF “SKINNY” MADDEN. 

“Skinny” Madden is fighting as des- 
perately as à cornered rat. He has every- 
thing at stake. Stripped of the power of 
which he bas made such a villainous use, 
he will be a ruined man. He will no 
longer be able to ply the trade of a suc- 
cessful “holdup” man. He may have to 
go to work. 

It is no wonder that be is straining 
every nerve to bold on, but his power 18 
slipping from bim. Every little while au- 
other nail is driven in his coffin. The 
honest labor leaders, fully aware of the 
harm he has done the cause of labor, are 
arrayed against him, and they will not let 
up until he and his gang have been put 
out of business. Of the unions which 
‘once belonged to his organization only a 
few cling to him. It is only a question of 
time when they will quit him. Their in- 
ternational officers are here now to ex- 
plain to them the harm they are doing 
themselves and the community by the ai- 
liance with the convicted Madden. 

There can be no assurance of the peace- 
ful conduct of building operations in Chi- 
cago until that man and his system of 
blackmail and terrorism shall have been 
cleaned out utterly. The only men who 
can do it thoroughly are the labor men 
who are now fighting him so energetical- 
ly. But they should have the codperation 
of contractors and other employers. 
None of them should do anything calcu- 
lated to give aid and comfort to Madden. 

That the community should have put 
up-with him so long is deplorable. It 
argued a lack of manhood on the part of 
those he had dealings with. But his day 
is nearly over. There will soon be an end 
of him and his methods.

AMERICAN HUMANE ASSOCIATION. 


The American Humane association will 


hold its thirty-third annual meeting in 
St. Paul on Oct. 5, 6, and 7 next. It will 
bring together those engaged in its 
beneficent work from every part of the 
United States, and reports will be made 
from 350 anti-cruelty societies not only in 
this countty but in its Philippine, Ha- 
waiian, Porto Rican, and Alaskan pos- 
sessions. 

The importance of this great move- 
ment in the interests of humanity, which 
is one of the distinguishing marks of civ- 
ilization, started by Henry Bergh forty- 
three years ago, is shown by the fact that 
it spends more than a million dollars an- 
nually and that three-quarters of a mil- 
lion animals and nearly 200,000 children 
come under the supervision of these socie- 
ties each year in the United States alone, 
and that last year it instituted 35,000 
prosecutions. The work for the protection 
of animals started in England in 1824 and 
the enforcement of laws for the protection 
of children in this country in 1874. Since 
that time both movements have spread all 
over the world. This association, through 
its various branches, works quietly but 
vigorously to rescue children from physi- 
cal or moral degradation and suffering, to 


encourage humanity to animals, to re- 


form existing abuses, and extend humane 
education. It deserves the encourage 
ment of all humane persons and the prac- 
tical beneficence of wealthy philanthro- 
pists,

German or English Influence, 

Chicago, Aug. B.- [Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Perhaps you will find space for the inclosed 
clipping from the London Express of Aug. 
11, with the comment that while the best 
citizens in the United States are probably 
the Germans of the middle classes, yet it is 
a matter of congratulation that they, in com- 
mon with the rest of the inhabitants, do not 
follow after the strange gods of the higher, or 
so-called Pducated, classes of Germany. 

The German university education produces 
a set of men who sneer at everything, believe 
in little, and have very little of the whole- 
some basis of things which is characteristic 
of the English university man. No, the true 
American is glad that the prevailing influ- 
ence is of the English character, not by any 
means ineulcated by English university men, 
for except in, say, New xork newspaper cir- 
cles and what is termed society, their pres- 
ence is quite limited, But it is a fact that, 
over and above matters of finance and senti- 
ment, the general idea of the United States 
is based on the English idea, and is likely to 
be so for many ages to come, even after the 
British isles have, perhaps, become German 
dependencies.

UNTTED STATES’ DEBT TO ENGLAND. 
BRITISH INFLUENCD GREATER THAN THAT 
OF GERMANY. 

New York, Aug. 10.—Resentment has been 
caused by a declaration of Mr. Medill Mo- 
Cormick, publisher of Tue Curcaco TRIB- 
uns, that English influence is waning in the 
United States and German influence is in- 
creasing. ' 

In commenting on Mr. McCormick’s asser- 
tion that America is inspired by Heidelberg 
and’ Leipzig, and not by Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, the World says: 

“We import from England engineers, mu- 
seum directors, ministers, theater managers, 
actors, music hall artists, younger sons, mas- 
culine fashions, and many other things. 

The honors are with England in the im- 
portation of plays and novels. Our exports 
to England are heiresses, and these far ex- 
ceed our exports to Germany. 

More American millions purchase Eng- 
lish country estates than Rhine castles, and 
Unter den Linden exerts no such influencein 
New York City as does Carlton House ter- 
race. The names of those present at a draw- 
ing room which is not the kaiser’s are read 
with most interest in Fifth avenue.“ 

The New York Globe says: 

“Mr. McCormick tells England we dislike 
her and love the Germans. Mr. McCormick 
must have stopped taking notice ten or a 
dozen years ago. 

The tradition of our contumely towards 
England has not entirely ‘spent itself. A 
generation ago it was still suckled by some 


of service which are not measured in 


editors and pinchbeck, chauyinistic teachers,

With the attitude adopted by Great Brit- 
ain during the Spanish war there came over 
this country realization of the fact that the 
British are not our traditional enemies, but 
friends, and, more than that, our kin.

It is certain that we are coming more and 
more to cherish the institutions and the 
blood of our Anglo-Saxon forbears.

failure to get the kind of tariff revision 
that he intended was due to the tough- 
ness of the material that he had to work 
with. It was generally understood that 
he set out for free hides, lumber, coal, 
and iron ore, and a corresponding re- 
duction in other necessaries. Of the 


four, and of the other necessaries the 
result was a small net advance over the 
Dingley rates instead of a reduction. 
Although the country was lately echo- 
ing with the notes of President Roose- 
velt’s conference on the conservation of 
the national resources, the whole power 
of the executive could not obtain from 
congress the free admission of one pine 
board, one ounce of paper or paper pulp, 
one ton of coal, or of any kind of ore. 
To a person listening to the speeches 
made by the governors and scientists ut 
the conference or reading the gigantic 
volume which tells of their doings and 
sayings, the action of congress on the 


tesque in the extreme. The conference 
told us that our standing timber is rap- 
idly vanishing, yet congress resisted with 
something like frenzy any change in the 
tariff which might increase our supply 
from abroad. It voted to “protect” 
wood chopping by hastening the total 
disappearance of our forests. Let this 
was not so illogical as its action on coal 
and iron ore. Timber can be replaced. 
Every tree cut down leaves space for a 
new one, but no art or industry can 
reproduce coal or iron. Once gone they 
are gone forever. 

Are we to infer that either congress 
or the conference was composed chiefly 
of fools? Hardly. There is another pos- 
sible explanation of the contrariety be- 
tween the two bodies. The conference 
came together to express the opinions of 
its members. The congress assembled for 
quite another purpose. It came together, 
as it always does, and as all congresses 
and parliaments do, in order to get itself 
reélected. If the men who are exploit- 
ing our vanishing national resources and 
their allies, the protected manufacturers, 
are more influential than any other class 
in controlling nominations and elections, 
the congressmen will vote for their inter- 
ests, however contrary they may be to 
the public interests, and President Taft 
will not be able to move them the other 
way. The hardness of the material that 
he has to contend against lies not in 
Aldrich or his following in the senate, 
but in the people back of them. Mr. 
Aldrich was placed in the senate a quar: 
ter of a century or more ago by the 
Rhode Island manufacturers (chiefly of 
cotton), to look after their tariff inter- 
ests. If he had not done so his first 
‘term would have deen his last, and if he 
should fail to do so now his present term 
would be his last. If you ask him why 
he casts his vote contrary to that of the 
wise men who came to the Roosevelt 
conference he wii] tell you (if he is en- 
tirely frank) that the wise governors and 
scientists did not elect him senator and 
that they cannot reélect him. The south- 
ern senators who helped to defeat free 
lumber are explainable the same way. 
It is idle to point out to them that they 
are voting squarely against their own 
party platform. If the lumber men are 
strong enough, to contro] the legislatures 
of their states, and if other people take 
no interest in the tariff question, those 
senators will vote with Aldrich as long 
as there is a stick of timber uncut, plat- 
form or no platform. 

Notwithstanding the small immediate 
result gained by Mr. Taft with his re- 
fractory material, the, attempt itself is 
the most significant fact in our politics 
since the downfall of slavery. We have 
now, for the first time, a Republican 
president who has dared to grapple with 
the power intrenched behind the tariff. 
President Roosevelt shrank from that 
problem. More courage was required 
than to attack the Northern Securities 
company or the Standard Oil company. 
Public opinion had been rising and surg- 
ing against corporate monopolies for 
more than a decade. It had compelled 
congress to pass the Sherman anti-trust 
act, and it had emboldened Senator Sher- 
man himself to say in 1890 that every 
tariff duty that protected a trust ought 
to be repealed. Therefore it did not ro- 
quire courage on the part of President 
Roosevelt to put the machinery of the 
anti-trust law in motion. While giving 
him all honor for attacking the trusts, I 
observe that he never attacked them 
tariffwise, but rather discouraged others 
from doing so. By holding the small pro- 
ducer up to public sympathy he actually 
shielded the giants. 

Next in importance to the stand taken 
by President Taft is the attitude of the 
Republican insurgents of the middle 
west. These men represent the most ro- 
bust and self-reliant wing of the party. 
They bave the ardor of youth, the confi- 
dence of a righteous cause, and the abil- 
ity to defend it, and fliey believe rightly 
that the future belongs to them. If the 
Republican party ts to live it cannot exist 
without them. If it is to die they will 
be at the head of whatever takes its 
place. The truth is that both parties 
are split on the tariff question, and the 
Democratic party the worse of the two. 
because it is split disgracefully. ‘Tariff 
reform is possible now because of this 
desirable duplicate rift. Herculean et- 
forts will be made to bring together the 
disjecta membra on both sides, but patch- 
ing will no longer avail. The interests 
which clashed in the recent session aro 
too antagonistic to admit of a fresh 
compromise. Moreover, the light thrown 
upon dark places in the recent debate 
will not be extinguished. 

The fact that tariff making is a game 
of private grab has been shown every 


aside. Formerly the doctrine of pro- 
tection was sustained by arguments

no long training to tend those -patient 
animals and wash them once a year. 


Vet the wool growers presently perceived 


the fallacy of the infant industry argu- 
ment—or, rather, they saw an opportuni- 
ty to grab something for themselves, and 


‘they seized it. If there was a real 


for a protective duty on woolen cloth 
sixty years ago, or ever (Which I take 
leave to doubt), then the demand of the 
wool growers for a duty on the raw 


material thereof, the production of which 


was not claimed te be an infant -indus- 
try, was sheer blackmail. It was ob- 
tained under a threat and without a 


blush, and has been continued to this day, 


with one or two brief intervals. What 
is true of wool is true of all other raw 
materials, including coal, lumber, ores, 
and all agricultural and horticultural 
products. The duties on those things 


were and still are levied in defiance and | 


flat contradiction of the basic argument 
for protection. When men in congress 
talk about a fair deal between the raw 
material and the finished product they 
unconsciously demolish the whole argu- 
ment on which protectionism rests, and 
proclaim that the system is a game of 
grab. 

The infant industry argument wis, 
however, publicly renounced by Henry 
Clay more than half a century ago as 
no longer applicable to American condi- 
tions, and its obsequies, too long deferred, 
were pronounced by Andrew Carnegie be- 
fore the committee of ways and means 
last April. I remark, in passing, that 
if there was good reason for repealing 
the duty on hides, the reasons for re- 
pealing those on wool are three or four 
times as strong, whether we look at the 
percentage of the tax or at the needs 
of the consumers. The duty on hides, 
which was so laboriously cast off, was 
15 per cent. That on wool was and re- 
mains upwards of 50 per cent. Hides 
are the raw materials of footwear; wool 
that of whole body wear. 

The infant industry argument has be- 
come a laughing stock. The spectacle of 
our Steel corporation competing with for- 
eigners and underselling them in their 
own markets, charging higher prices at 
home than abroad, turning water into 
gold, half a billion at one job (which 
casts the miracle of Cana of Galilee far 
into the shade)—such infants are too 
much for the risibles of the present gen- 
eration. 

Next in order came the argument that 
low tariffs always bring on financial pan- 
ics and hard times, and this was widely 
believed until the panic of 1907 came. 
Nobody could deny that we were then 
enjoying the highest tariff within the 
memory of men still living. There was 
a sudden hush of the talk about commer- 
cial crises being the invariable conse- 
quence of low tariffs.. And then there 
was a general opening of ears to the 
real facts about panics in the past; for 
example, that of 1873, which likewise 
came in a high tariff epoch, and that of 
1893, which came during the operation 
of the McKinley tariff, sixteen months 
before the Wilson tariff took effect, if 
the latter could be called a low tariff. 
President Cleveland did not consider it 
such. 

There was a panic in 1884 of sufli- 
cient severity to cause the New York 
banks to suspend cash payments for a 
short time. This panic came under tho 
high tariff of 1883. I call this a high 
tariff because the tariff commission of 
1882, appointed by President Arthur and 
consisting of the most eminent teachers 
of the protectionist faith, said that the 
then existing tariff onght to be lowered 
by at least 20 per cent average. Instead 
of doing so congress in 1883 advanced it 
slightly, in obedience to the demands of 
the protected classes, who rushed to 
Washington to undo the work of their 
own appointees. 

The infant industry argument and the 
panic argument were flanked by the 
wages argument, but the latter has also 
become unstable and shows signs of 
shifting. It was always fallacious, since 
it assumed two things that never were 
proved: First, that high wages meant 
high cost of production and low wages 
low cost, whereas the experience of the 
world and of competing establishments 
in our own country has demonstrated 
the contrary; second, that the employer 
is forced to divide equitably with his 
employés the gains resulting from the 
tariff. There was a time when the wage 
earners were inclined to accept the latter 
assumption as true. They thought that 
if congress would press the tariff button 
they could do the rest, by means of 
trade unions and strikes. They under- 
estimated the possibilities of foreign im- 
migration. When the flood from Europe 
began to rise they demanded a. contract 
labor law, and got it, but it availed them 
little. The men who are now striking 
in the steel mills are among those who 
came here long after the contract labor 
law was passed. 

When attempts were lately made to 
collect, through our consular offices, the 
facts regarding cost of production ip for- 
eign countries, in order to learn exactly 
what was the difference between our 
costs and theirs, the reports were re- 
ceived with extreme bitterness by the 
tariff beneficiaries. One would have sup- 
posed that those facts were. just what 
they wanted. Far from it. Their via's 
of wrath were poured upon everybody 
concerned in getting the ‘testimony——the 
consuls, the foreigners to whom the con- 
suls applied for information, and espe- 
cially upon the officials at Washington 
city ‘who conceived the atrocity of seck- 
ing fresh light on the gubject. Presi- 
dent Taft did not escape his share, bat 
his temper seems not to have been much 
ruffied by it. 

The wages argument has thus suf- 
fered a sea change.

At this juncture my eye falls upon a 
paragraph written by Prof. Sumner as a 
young man. He is now past 70, and is 
emeritus at Vale, but it seems to me that 
his words are more likely to gain a hear- 
ing today than at the time when they 
were first published. He says: 

“Socialism is any device or doctrine 
whose aim is to save individuals from 
any of the difficulties or hardships of the 
struggle for existence and the competi- 
tion of life by the intervention of, the 
state.’ Inasmuch as the state never is 
or can be anything but some other peo- 
ple, socialism is a device for making 
some people fight the struggle for ex- 
istence for others. The devices always 
have a doctrine behind them which aims 
to show why this ought to be done, The 
protected interests demand that they ho 
saved from the trouble and annoyance 
of business competition, and that they 
be assured profits in their undertakings 
by ‘the state —that is, at the expense 
of their fellow citizens. If this is not 
socialism, then there is no such thing. 
If employers may demand that the 
state’ shall guarantee them profits, why 
may not the employés demand that the 
state’ shall guarantee them wages?“ 

To sum up: The defense of protection- 
ism in the forum of reason has been 
abandoned. All the old arguments for 
it have dried up and blown away, an! 
nothing has been substituted in their 
place. In the light of the recent debate 
in congress it stands utterly defenseless. 
It has been exposed as a mere game of 
grab, and the only question remaining is, 
How much longer will the public con- 
sent to be its victims?

If served soon 
after making, as you do whipped cream, few 
can detect the difference. Wafers or cake 
may be served with it.

Cheese Straws. 

Grate strong cheese till you have one-quar- 
ter of a pound, then add one-quarter pound 
butter, good one-quarter pound flour, a pinch 
of salt, and a dash of cayenne pepper. Mix 
and roll out and cut in finger strips and bake

Cucumber Jelly. 

This is a cold dish to serve with fish. Grate 
four good sized cucumbers, drain through e 
sieve. Cover one-quarter of a boxfu! of gel- 
atin with one-quarter of a cupful of cold 
water and let it soak for half an hour; then 
add two tablespoonfuls of water until the 
gelatin melts, then add this to the cucum- 
bers. Add one-half teaspoonful of salt, a 
teaspoonful of grated onion, and a dash of 
pepper. Turn into a baking powder box or 
some round mold and stand on ice for sey- 
eral hours. When ready to serve turn it 
out of the mold, cut into slices, and cover 
with French dressing.

Unique Suffrage Plan. 


If Parents Disagree on Politics Ballots 
Are to Be Divided. 


St. Louls, Mo., Aug. 29.~[Special.]—The 
Rev. Father D. S. Phelan, editor of the West- 
ern Watchman, would solve the woman's 
suffrage problem by allowing each family as 
many votes as there are children in it. If 
the father and mother hold the same politics! 
beliefs, the former would be allowed to cast 
all the votes, if the heads of the family differ 
in their opinions, the husband is to be allowed 
to vote for. all the boys and ihe wife for all 
the girls. 

Father Phelan edmits this plan would dis- 


less couples, but says they have not as much 
at stake as the heads of families. 


Legislature to Get Bill. 

The plan will be submitted to the next ses- 
sion of the Missouri legislature. Father 
Phelan says it will, at the same time, give 
suffrage to the women and encourage large 
families. Father Phelan also will submit 
Suggestions relative to divorce, prohibjting 
a divorced husband from marrying the co- 
respondent in the case. 
Regarding his family suffrage plan, Father 
Phelan says it will give to woman that for 
which she has been striving in an awkward 
and grotesque fashion for years. 
In some states,“ Father Phelan asserts, 
women's suffrage is based on the question 
of whether they are property owners. A 
man or woman of property is supposed to 
have more interest in the welfare of the

Child Greatest Possible Pledge. 


But the giving of a child to the nation 
offers a greater pledge than the richest land 
owner. Political economists tell us the val- 
ue in dollars and cents to the commonwealth 
of anew born babe. 

‘I would give every family an additional 
vote for every child born into it. If a couple 
has ten children I would give the family 
twelve votes. In case the couple agreed po- 
litically I would permit the father to cast 
the whole twelve votes. If the parents were 
divided on their views of politics, I would 
give the wife her own vote and the votes of 
all her daughters and the husband his own 
vote and those of all his sons. This would 
give the woman suffragists all they now de- 
mand and more; but it would disfranchise 
the childless. It would encourage large fam- 
ilies.”’

persons, and will be known as colored po- 
ple's rest.“ 

Mrs. Spirkel, who the day before entered 
into negotiations to rent one of her three 
apartments to a colored man with sixteen 
children and a mother-in-law, received sey- 
eral new applications for the premises yes- 
terday, but none of the colored persons ap- 
plying had large families. 

I will endeavor to get two more families 
as large as the family of the colored man who 
first applied. Mrs. Spirkel said. The side- 
walk in front of our home has been thronged 
with persons all afternoon. Some looked at 
the sign tn wonder and others made threats 
that they would prevent colored persons from 
entering the neighborhood.”
